The Allies have made import­ 
ant progress in Normandy. They 
finally have ripped the German 
battle-line loose from its bitterly 
defended anchors at both ends, 
T ie Canadians and British took 
the ancient city of Carn on the 
Nazi eastern flank after 35 days 
of hell, while the Americans cap­ 
tured I>a Have Du Pints on the 
Western w-ing sn the face of stub­ 
born resistance. 
The fall of Caon is of particular 
Importance' because 
this inland 
port and railway center was the 
key point of the German defense 
of Hie peninsula. 
Had we been 
able to take this Stronghold early 
in the invasion, 
it would have 
made a great difference in our 
progress in 
breaking 
into 
the 
French 
hinterland — progress 
Which the Allied command had 
hoped would 
be much * further 
ahead than it is now. 
However, Supreme Allied Head­ 
quarters cautions us not to regard 
Hic victory at Caen as a major 
defeat of the Germans in the field, 
although it is a "serious reverse,” 
The significance of the capture 
Of Carn and La Have Du Puits is 
that it paves the way for the de­ 
cisive battle which we mu'-t win 
before we can free the peninsula 
cf the enc my and thereby enable 
our forces to reach the open roads 
to Paris and Berlin. 
This great 
clash may be expected soon. 
While the invasion of Norm­ 
andy has struck some very sticky 
going thus far, things are round­ 
ing up so that the wheels should 
turn much faster from now on. 
Once the great port of Cherbourg 
is repaired—and its 
restoration 
has been 
a titanic engineering 
job- the Allies will b*» able to 
pour into the peninsula a flood 
of men and equipment which the 
Germans cannot w ithstand.

proximately 1.500 miles away, and 
we can comb important Japanese 
*ea communications. This island 
also affords great possibilities as 
* naval supply base. 
The twenty-five day battle of 
Saipan was a sanguinary affair. 
Associated Press War Correspon­ 
dent Rembert James says 
that 
probably 95 percent of the Japan­ 
ize force, estimated at more than 
80,000, was destroyed.

W i t h o u t C o m pu l s i o n 
“ *|t \i n ho welcome news to hundred* of 
thousands of father* and mother* who** 
son* are in service in tropical countries to 
read the statement of Hear Admiral Luther 
Sheldon, dr.. Assistant Chief of the Navy 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery , to the ef­ 
fect that “the dancer of tropical disease? 
for our armed force* ha* been overcome to 
a large extent.” The Navy medical officer* 
feel that they “have the problem licked.” 
Admiral Sheldon said that he was not 
now at liberty to give detail* on the con­ 
quest of the tropical diseases, but to medi­ 
cal men who have heard his statement on 
th*1 subject, it meant 
the equivalent of a 
major victory on the battlefield. 
The progress that 
ha* been 
made 
in 
medicine, even during the present war, is 
far bey ond the understanding of the av­ 
erage citizen who will reap the benefits, It 
is the result of the tireless efforts of indi­ 
vidual doctors and institutions, free 
from 
the hampering influences of a politically - 
dominated medical profession 
such as is 
being proposed now on a national scale. So­ 
cialized medicine would subject an 
esti­ 
mated SO percent of our citizens to ironclad 
rule* and taxes for a compulsory health in­ 
surance program. 
Compulsion in medicine does not bring 
progress. Nothing is more personal 
than 
the relationship between an individual and 
his doctor, and nothing should be farther 
from political domination.

cities, with ordinarily good facilities, are 
swamped with patients. Cleveland, for in­ 
stance, reports more than 2,000 cases of 
applicants acutely ill, for whom 
hospital 
beds cannot be provided. 
It is well known, too, that there is a ser­ 
ious lack of doctors and surgeons

Adv ances in Study of Snak e Bite Cure

THE SNAKE bite problem is 
not very serious in North Amor it a 
(about’ 300 bites a y ear are re­ 
ported in the United States), but 
for those of the population who

are exposed it will be comforting 
to know that advances in the study 
of anti-venin and other methods 
of treatment have not been slowed 
up to any appreciable extent by 
the war and they have resulted in 
a high degree of technical success, i 
About the 
time that bacteri­ 
ology a nd immunity ca me of age 
it wa s evident that sn^ke venom 
ha d the sa me kind a i actions and t 
rea ctions as ba cteria l’toxins. In 
fa ct, a ccording to tradition, it wa s 
Ehrlich’s experience during bis 
travels in India that led to the 
development of 
the 
side-cham 
theory, 
which is the philosophic I 
ba sis of all our thinking on im- 
j 
Biunity. 
He saw two men bitten ; 
by a cobra at the same time and 1 
one of them lived a nd one of them 
died a nd he found tha t the one 
who lived ha d been bitten before. 
So the scientific 
study of sna ke 
venom began on the theory that 
the venoms are toxic and that the 
animal body can build up resist­ 
a nce to thorn. That theory has 
been 
proved to be 
essentially 
va lid. 
The four poisonous snakes in 
the United States are the rattle­ 
snake, the copperhead, the cotton­ 
mouth moccasin and the coral 
snake. Some authorities name 25 
varieties of snakes here as venom­ 
ous, but this is in dispute and at 
any rate the four mentioned are 
the most numerous. 


Types of Sna ke Venom 
Snake venom is poisonous on 
account of two venins—the hae­ 
morrhagic and the neurotoxic. 
The former predominates in vi­ 
pers to which group the rattle­ 
snake, the copperhead and the 
,« in all hfclajur. and the latte r 


predominates in the 
colubrhr.es to 
which the coral sna ke ai?d the 
cobra belong. The result 
of the 
action of the haemorrhagic venom 
15 to cause liqtitf action of the 
bi od ai d rupture of the 
blood 
vessels all over the body, resulting 
in shock and 
colla pse. The neuro­ 
toxic ha s a n especia l a ffinity, for 
the nervous system a nd4results in 
death from pa ra lysis a nd respira ­ 
tory fa ilure. 
The treatment 
of a ny sna ke 
bito may be specific or general. 
Specific is by the use of a nti­ 
venin injected in the muscle. Anti­ 
venin against our American vari­ 
eties i? available at nearly all drug 
stores in snake localities. Give 
plenty of anti-venin because 
there 
is no telling how much venom has 
been received by the body. It ha s 
been estimated that 2T» milligra ms 
of concentrated 
venom from a 
y oung, active rattier will 
kill a 
150 pound man, and it is jjp/sible 
for a snake to inject over 200 mil­ 
ligrams at one bite. 


Use of Tourniquet 


But the same rule applies here 
as to any kind of poisoning which 
is tha t if you ha ven’t got Hie » pe- 
cific a ntidote ha ndy proceed with 
the genera l methods a nd remem­ 
ber tha t they a re a s effective a s 
the specific methods. 
The general method 
for use 
against a thing such 
a s ra ttle­ 
snake poison is the use of the to ur­ 
niquet. This has scientific approv­ 
al and has been put on 
a definite 
basis. Anybody ha s a tourniquet— 
a belt, a piece of rope, a ha ndker­ 
chief. The idea l one should be 
ela stic, but tha t is not a bsolutely 
necessa ry, fh e principle of the 
trea tment is to^sftut off the blood 
in the bitten limb from the gen­ 
era l circula tion, a nd relea se it a 
little a t a time. 'fhe body will 
ma nufa cture its own a ntitoxin if 
not overwhelmed with too much of 
it. After the tourniquet is a pplied 
above the site of the bite it is 
loosened every 20 minutes for a 
half minute interva l. The site of 
the bite should be opened and 
the 
juices 
in 
the 
nea rby 
tissues 
pressed out.

THE MARSHALLS — These are 
great day s 
for the little 
brown 
people of the atolls. 
The war is all around them, 
but they re enjoy ing a peace they 
haven t known for half a century . 
They ’re learning that the Am eri­ 
cans have a different way of do ­ 
ing business than the Germans 
and the Japanese 
Church 
doors are 
open once 
again. 
Families 
are being 
reunited ! 
with menfolk whom the Japanese 
shunted off to strange islands to j 
work in labor 
battalions 
for a 
pittance. 
Supplies are coming in, even if 
in small quantities at first. 
Medical aid is on the wTay. 
The gradual 
American envel­ 
o pment of the Marshalls has been 
like the lifting of a curtain on a 
phase of Japanese activity which 
, Toky o had been careful to co n­ 
ceal. 
Actually , it has taken a war 
and a few1 costly battles to bring 
about a long overdue audit of J a ­ 
pan's “books” for the mandated 
islands of the central Pacific. 
The accountants 
are the new 
American 
military 
government 
under Navy 
control. 
Never far 
behind the assault and occupa­ 
tion troops, they have nearly half 
of the 34 Marshall Islands to work 
on as a starter. 
Japan saw to it after 19 35 that 
the world should know little of 
what was 
going on 
behind the 
reefs and 
coconut palms 
of the 
mandated empire— the Marshalls, 
the Carolines and the Marianas— 
which she took from Germany in 
19 14. 
True, she had accepted League 
of Nations terms 
in 19 20 
for a 
Class C m andate over the three 
island groups, but in 19 35, Japan 
w ithdrew from the League, post­ 
ed a “Keep O ut’’ sign and ,it is 
apparent now, 
went to 
work in 
earnest 
on 
strategic 
military , 
naval and air bases. 


Japan, however, 
didn’t 
spend 
all of her time putting armo r on 
the mandate. 
She had 
an ambitious 
four- 
pointed program: to develop the 
islands’ trade, to colonize them 
with Japanese nationals, to "Ja pa ­ 
nize’’ the natives and to establish 
military bases. 
Where the 
Germans 
had ad­ 
ministered the Marshalls with a 
staff of four or five, the Nip­ 
ponese in 19 37 had 85. The gov- 
em m enj-spo nso red Nany o Bneki 
Kaisha 
(South 
Seas 
Trading 
Company ) flourished not only in 
exporting 
copra and 
other pro ­ 
ducts, but in selling its own goods 
trr the natives. 
No no n-Japanese 
concern has operated in the m an­ 
dated sphere since 19 14. 
The Japanese 
did follow1 cer­ 
tain improvements 
Roads 
were 
built. Some medical aid was in­ 
troduced. The 
government fur­ 
thered the construction of wells 
and water tanks to help overcome 
the 
ever-present 
shortage 
of 
drinking water. 
The Marshallese often paid a 
stiff price for every thing. At Lac 
Island, 
recently 
occupied 
by 
Americans, troops found the J a p­ 
anese had stripped the native vil­ 
lage. In more than one place they 
had aroused resentment by grab­ 
bing land for military 
purposes. 
The Japanese used native labor 
as much as possible. 
It was not 
unusual for the natives to put in 
a full day ’s work for the equiva­ 


lent of five cents in American 
money . And all the while, their 
duty in copra rose steadily . 
At Wotho, Ujae. Lae. Alingla p* 
alap and Namu islands, 
medica l 
examinations revealed 
genera lly 
poor 
health 
among 
the 
short, 
sturdy people. One American doc­ 
tor predicted that the race would^ 
become 
extinct 
unless 
it

proper medical care. 
The Japanese hampered rehg-% 
ions worship by the many Chris-*

natives.

to attend mission schools. 
Native churches were co nvert­

The Mar 
shallese 
sometimes

net-e were suspicious of the mis­ 
sionary training. 
All this is 
behind the 
nearly ; 
5,000 Marshallese who have com* 
under the 
American flag. 
T heir 
village 
autonomy 
has been 
re ­ 
stored. The Navy is w-orking 
to 
restore conditions to as near no r­ 
malcy as the war will permit. It 
has proved 
a happy 
change fo r 
the people of the corals who since 
1885 have 
been 
ruled 
by G er­ 
many and Japan.
